INDIVIDUAL CASA. 

EBoquiries were oonductodinta tho cases 
of two prisénera (Nos. 628:aud 704) who 
oro first fogged on 2st ‘Aprif-and 18th 
May reapectively, No. 629 is: reported to 
have been properly whipped. and rocoived, 
orery modioal and surgical attontion after 
being flgged o aveond tims, ‘that his 
wounds wore dressed up hia leing discharg- 
od froua Gaul, notwithstanding the contrary 
statement of the prisoner himself, and that 
the aggravated state of his wouode whon 
ho was admitted into the Tung Wah Hose 
pita on 13th May might, to- some extent, 
be. due to his own octs after leaving the 

aol. : 

Prisoner No. 704 died in the Gaol Hos- 
pital, on the 2nd June Jost, from sep- 
ticcemia dua to wounds caused by flogging. 
Like No. 528, ho frequently refused hard 
labour.
